ALAMKDA, March 6. (iP)—Rival 
groups of city employes kept all- 
night vigil at the city hall here 
to guard against physical seizure 
of the city offices, hut today the 
situation was unchanged, and the 
strike of 70 per cent or more of 
Alameda school children was still 
effective. 

The school .strike has brought 
to a head a factional political row 
in which the majority city council- 
men, already faced with a recall 
attempt, have brought about re¬ 
organization of the board of edu¬ 
cation and arc threatening to do 
something about the police de¬ 
partment. 

The city charter does not per¬ 
mit council control of the police, 
placing the peace officers entirely 
under an elected police and fire 
commi.s.sion. 

y oungsters Slay Out 
Failure of the police to force 
the youngsters, striking because 
of the di.scharge of Superintendent 
William G. Paden, to go back to 
school is the basis of the council’s 
threatened interference. 

The strikers burned in effigy 
Mayor Hans W. Koebke, flit.v 
yianager B. Kay Fritz, and 
(oiineiimen f'harles W. Broyles 
and Briiee .Munro, at a f>ea<*- 
side rally last night. 
Simultaneously, a mass meeting 
of several thousand, on the steps 
of Alame(ia High school, pledged 
to support the recall of Roebke, 
Broyles and Munro. 

There had been advance rumors 
this ma.ss meeting would propose 
seizure of the city government, 
and this was generally taken as 
! the reason for the unusual night¬ 
long activity at the city hall. 

[ Officials Keep Vigil 

Chief of Police Vom Smith and 
Police and Fire Commissioner Lee 
Cavanaugh kept vigil in the police 
department with extra policemen 
armed with tear gas gombs and 
shotguns. 

"'They won’t take the |M>lice 
department,” Cavanaugh said. 

“I have two thousand Alameda 
citizens ready to come to our aid 
at a rnoinenv’s notirse if neces- 
sar.v.” 

Despite the tenseness through 
the city, the mayor’s forces did 
not try to move into police head¬ 
quarters, and Manager Fritzt jakV- 
thcrc now was no plan to do so, 
"as long as property and life are 
protected.’’ 

Refuses Teaching Job 
Einar A. Sorensen, appointed 
superintendent to succeed Paden, 
ordered the latter to take a teach¬ 
ing job but Paden refused, saying 
his contract as superintendent had 
not expired. 

From various sources today 
came demands for a grand jury in¬ 
vestigation. The move to recall 
the mayor and two councilman re- 
sjmnsible for the ousting of Paden 
was instituted at a mass meeting 
last night. Strikers estimated 
10,000 were at the meeting.

I-ONDO.N, March 6. tA'i—The 
liriLi.sh government today in¬ 
structed its amtias.sador to Rome, 
.Sir Eric Drummond, to protest to 
Italy again-st the bombing of a 
briti.sh Red Cross unit in Ethiopia. 

Sir Eric was ordered to ask the 
Italian government to make an im¬ 
mediate investigation of the af¬ 
fair and to instruct its military 
command to .see to it that nothing 
of the sort occurred again. 

The decision to take this step 
was reached at a long conference 
between Anthony Eden, foreign 
secretary, and Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin. 

Official quarters were plainly 
indignant at the bombing in which 
a Red Cross identification flag 
spread out on the ground was hit, 
according to official British 
.sources. The ambulance unit, near 
Quoram. was bombed at noon 
Wednesday by an airplane which 
repeatedly flew low and dropped 
about 40 bombs. 

Three hospital ward tents, the 
operating and sterilizing tents, and 
one track were destroyed. Three 
patients were killed and .several 
wounded.

Gucta Hcrouy at Addis Ababa. 


NEW YORK, March 6 iiTi — 
Hotel workers were called away 
from their jobs today in support 
of the building employes’ strike 
which strike leaders prepared to 
extend to Manhattan’s important 
grand central zone, Brooklyn and 
Queens before nightfall. 

The action came .shortly after 
Chris Houlihan, president of the 
hotel workers union, left his of¬ 
fices with the announcement that 
he would "pull” the hotels, 
(ieneral Strike Bai-ki-d 
The "general strike” threat 
voiced earlier in the week by 
James J. Bambrick, head of the 
building service employes union, 
received a measure of support 
from Paul N. Coulcher, secretary- 
trca.surcr of the hotel and restau¬ 
rant employes union. 

Coulcher announced that ,5000 
kitchen and dining room workers 
in 100 hotels would join the picket 
lines of the striking workers. 

With the strike spreading, the 
police department continued ex¬ 
traordinary precautions to protect 
property and citizens in the event 
of violence. 

10,3!).') Buildings .Affected 
More than 100 policemen were 
dispatched to Harlem and Wash¬ 
ington Heights, sections to which 
the walkout spread yesterday fol¬ 
lowing a break down in peace par¬ 
leys. 

The union claimed that of 10,- 
395 buildings affected, agreements 
had been signed with 1448. Police 
reported that the number of build¬ 
ings affected was 1820, and that 
agreements had been signed with 
115 of these. Attempts to arbi¬ 
trate the strike remained dead¬ 
locked.

At Vallecltos they’ve reetored an 
Did stage atation on the Butter¬ 
field trail, where coachea rumbled 
back In the 1860’a, bringing mall 
to Los Angeles and San Francisco 
from the rail end in Missouri. This 
station had almost crumbled away 
Into dust, we were told, when gov¬ 
ernment aid was obtained to re¬ 
store it. Residents of the district, 
(there Is only one family, the 
Campbells, within IS or 20 miles) 
aided with much historical data. 
Restorers held so accurately to the 
original method of construction 
that they even made the roof of 
the large building the same as It 
was in the old days. 

That may sound simple, but It 
wasn’t. ’Hie roof over one room 
WM made of brush and straw, 
bound together with deer hide. So, 
the workers used deer hide to 
make the new one. Other sec¬ 
tions of the covering were bound 
with cowhide. So &at was used 
In the restoring work. It took 
hides of five deer and about 80 
cows to fix that root up properly! 

Also, no nails were used. Pegs. 
And band-wrought iron for hinges 
on the doors—everything’s exactly 
the same as It was. Even the sur¬ 
roundings, probably. The walls 
are made of a ’dobe-like peat sub¬ 
stance from a nearby swamp, 
where the original was obtained. 
All they need is a few Injuns in 
the nearby hills to attack the place 
once In a wdiile, and we’d be back 
nearly 100 years! 

That one building is worth the 
entire trip. We’ll recommend it, 
personally, but go prepared for 
some slightly rough travel!

Doheny Estate Sued By 
Government; Scandal 
Is Told In Claim 


UDS ANGELES, .March 6. <JP< 
An echo of the l.Vycar-ol<l Teapot 
Dome acanJal that linked the 
names of the lal.,' Edward L. Do¬ 
heny, creator of a vast oil indus¬ 
try, and Albert B Fall, former 
secretary of the interior, rever¬ 
berated today HI the government 
filed a $5,188,721.77 claim agajn.st 
Doheny's e-state. 

The claim reviewed the Teapot 
Dome case, citing that on .March 
5, 1921, Dohenv "launched a con¬ 
spiracy to obtain control of land:- 
in the naval petroleum re,servc .N'o 
1 and in accordance with hia con¬ 
spiracy, corrupted Fall in the lat 
ten’s official capreity" by making 
him a gift or a loan. 

As the fir.st .step, the claim re¬ 
cited. Fall caused President Hard¬ 
ing to transfer his control of the 
lands in quc.stion on Marth 21, 
1921. and on November .70, 1921. 
Doheny gave Fa'l .8100,000 in cur¬ 
rency and in exchange received 
the coveted oil leases for the Pan- 
American Petroleum corporation, 
of which he then was chairman of 
the board of directors. 

After discovery of the asserted 
fraud, the government said in its 
claim, suits and claim.s were in¬ 
stituted in the courts for 80.282,- 
651.65 principal and 81.507,.774.20 
interest, allegedly owed by Pan- 
American. On November 0. 10.7.7, 
the claim sets forth, a credit of 
$191,214.28 was made to Doheny 
by the government, and on May 
14, 19.7.5, the government recciveil 
$5,500,000 more, leaving the un¬ 
paid balance of 85.188,721.77 with 
interest at 7 ner cent from May 
14, 19.75.

W. B. Williams of the Fir.st Na¬ 
tional hank recalls the hank holi¬ 
day very distinctly. But he has a 
vivid memory cf the days imme¬ 
diately after the bank holiday, too 
During the closed period, mer¬ 
chants accepted checks from cus¬ 
tomers. Because these checks 
couhln’t be ca.shed or pa.s.-ied 
around for money, the stores just 
put them in piles and let them 
accumulate. 

When the banks reopened, the 
merchants all got the .same idea 
at the .same time. They brought 
all their checks to the banks and 
gave them to the bankers. All 
the cu.stomer.s came in and cashed 
check.s, ju.st to see how it felt. 
The bankers got bii.sy and ran 
all the checks through the adding 
maf:hine.s. or whatever kind of 
machines they nin checks through. 
It was hard on the machines. But 
pretty soon, when folks found out 
they could get all the cash they 
wanted, they found they didn't 
want it .so badly. 

.Another Anniversary 
Yesterday was another import¬ 
ant anniver.sary for the First Na¬ 
tional B.ank. Two years ago yes¬ 
terday A. I. Mellcnthin became 
prcsiflent of the bank. 

The bank holiday wvas an inter¬ 
esting study in human nature for 
A. C. Hasenjaeger of the Commer¬ 
cial National bank. Although he 
wasn't in the banking business at 
that time, he recalled that before 
the holiday everyone was com¬ 
plaining about busine.ss and haril 
times. During the bank holiday 
they complained abo'it the bank 
holiday. 'Then, on .M.'irch 10. along 
came the earthquake. Everyone 
got so interested in the quake that 
people forgot to crab about hard 
times and the bank holiday. Be¬ 
fore they knew it the holiday was 
over and they actually forgot to 
cheer. 

Business Ik-llcr .Vow 
Santa Ana bankers .seem to 
agree that the bank holiday was 
a good thing. C. A. Warren, 
manager of the B.ank of America, 
said yesterday there was no doubt 
that the holiday had a tremendous¬ 
ly beneficial effect through restor¬ 
ing public confidence. Business in 
the [last three years has .shown a 
grailual improvement, he believes. 

f)ther bankers expresed similar 
views. Deposit in.surance, which 
has developed since the holiday, 
has been a good thing for both 
the banks ami the public, they 
.agree. Other legislation growing 
out of the bank holiday al.so has 
hail a beneficial effect. 

But nobody wants another bank 
holiday, or another earthquake 
right away.

"On ail applications filed 
to date and those filed before June 
L5. vouchers are made out dated 
June 15. checked and verified and 
then sent to the Federal Reserve 
bank, which on that date, and not 
before then, will mail the bonds to 
all applicants." Mr. Pinney con¬ 
tinued 

Urged to Keep Bond 

Veterans are urged wherever 
circumstances permit, Mr. Plnnev 
declared, to keep their bonds 
which bear 3 per cent interest 
dating from June 15, 1936 He said 
that probably the bonds will be 
cashed at all postoffices and the 
Federal Reserve bank with Its 
branches, 

Mr. Pinney pointed out that the 
hospital situation Is serious, per¬ 
haps more so than at any time in 
the past, with 700 neuro-p.Hychia- 
tric cases in state institutions who 
rightfully belong in federal hospi¬ 
tals.

B patients is at 
Fort Bayard, N. M., which makes 
it un.satisfactory for men with 
families in this rtate," Mr. Pinney 
pointed out. 

"There are no beds at San Fer¬ 
nando and Tue.4on, nine beds at 
Livermore, all reserved for emec- 
gency rases. The lack of per¬ 
sonnel at Whiple Barracks, Ariz, 
closes this aven'ie." 

A waiting list exists at .Saw- 
telle of .some 300 men in general 
medical cases witli no beds avail¬ 
able except a few rc.served at all 
times to care tor all emergency 
ca.ses. 

In closing, Mr Pinney made an 
earnest appeal for all present to 
aid in exceeding the national quota 
set for Jack Fisher chapter, em¬ 
phasizing the excellent record of 
the local chapter since its incep¬ 
tion in 1927.

Accompanied by a labor depart¬ 
ment conciliator, the strike com¬ 
mittee went to the butcher shon. 
Miss Perkins said, because the 
strikers feared .«pies. 

While the committee considered 
her proposal, she held the wire 
for nearly an hour in a phone 
booth in the ladies’ cloakroom. 

"My goodne.ss it was hot.” .she 
said, “but 1 certainly was g'ad 
to be able to g i back to the din¬ 
ner and tell the President the ship 
ha*l been released."

Derby Entrants 
In Florida Derby 


MIAMI, Fla., March 6 t/P) 
Eligibility of 25 of the 94 horses 
named for the 320,000 added Flor¬ 
ida Derby at Hialeah park tomor¬ 
row to run In the Kentucky Der¬ 
by May 2, drew the turf spot¬ 
light today to the mile and one- 
furlong classic here. 

Recognized as a stepping stone 
for the Churchill Downs event, 
the Hialeah feature will see the 
Kentucky Derby favorite, Brev¬ 
ity, parade to the post in the 
colors of Joseph E. Wldener, pres¬ 
ident of the Miami Jockey club. 

Two other highly-regarded can¬ 
didates for the blue grass stake, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt's Bright Plu¬ 
mage and George H, Bostwlck's 
imported Mont Blanc, probably 
will run at Hialeah.

G overnor ALF LANDON, edging forward his can¬ 
didacy for the Republican pre.sidential nomination, 
demonstrates the political wi.sdom of restraint in criti¬ 
cism and promises. 

Other candidates have blown hot and cold as their 
cries about dictatorship, the New Deal, and the wreck of 
democracy captured the front page for a day and passed 
from the public mind the next. 

Governor Landon, who yesterday entered the favor¬ 
ite son class, has kept his head. An example of his treat¬ 
ment of national problems from his recent address at 
Lincoln, Neb., shows that he does not intend to insult the 
intelligence of the voters in his forthcoming campaign. 
Regarciing relief, he said. 

“Federal aid was obviously necessary in our recent 
emergency.” 

Then he hits the WPA program in its weakest spot 
—its execution: 

“Let us as Republicans make it clear to the needy 
everywhere that the changes we pledge will bring order 
out of chaos by purging the federal relief administration 
of partisanship, of wa.ste and of incompetence. In short, 
what we propose is to make relief both honest and effec¬ 
tive.” 

And then some common sense on federal finance: 

“If we are overburdened by debt, we cannot go for¬ 
ward. In a word we must persevere until we have bal¬ 
anced our budget. After all, however liberal we are, what¬ 
ever progressive instinct tempts and inspires us, common 
sense and sound policy tell us that we can only be as lib¬ 
eral as we can afford to be and pay our debts and live in 
decent self-respect ...” 

In most Republican oratory there has been that back- 
to-the-Old Deal appeal. But not from Landon. He says: 

“We cannot go back to the days before the depres¬ 
sion. We must go forward, facing our new problems.” 

There are some things about the Landon candidacy 
which we do not like. PIspecially the Hearst and the re¬ 
actionary attachments. But the Kansas governor appar¬ 
ently is wise and honest enough to stick to his own views 
of the national situation and not to run with the herd.

Not Patient Forever 

O UR tax-levying legislators and executives should not 
feel too encouraged over the increased income tax re¬ 
turns as evidenced at the internal revenue office here. 
We suspect that more people are filing returns and mak¬ 
ing payments merely because business is improving— 
and not because they like the tax any better. 

With the federal income tax report deadline on March 
36 and the new state income tax return deadline April 15, 
it is not surprising that as many citizens as possible are 
trying to get the unpleasant job out of the way. 

It is an easy matter to keep on expanding the govern¬ 
ment and piling additional taxes on top of old ones. Im¬ 
provement in general business conditions may make the 
load a little easier to bear for a while. 

But some place there is a level of diminishing returns 
—the more tax assessed, the less collected. Our tax-mak¬ 
ing officials should bear this in mind and seriously con¬ 
sider if it is wise to have no other bounds upon their impo¬ 
sitions than the patience of the public. 

And then there’s that new musical cocktail that

No More Delay 

H aving finally made up his mind. Governor Harold 
Hoffman of New Jersey announces that there will be 
no further reprieve for Bruno Hauptmann, convicted kid- 
nap-slayer of the Lindbergh child. 

Indeed, why should there be? The New Jersey execu¬ 
tive has had every chance to prove his theory that Haupt¬ 
mann committed the shocking crime with the help of an 
accomplice, and he has utterly failed. The state’s case 
against the former convict stands unshaken. And the 
only result so far of Governor Hoffman’s theorizing has 
been to draw a storm of criticism upon law enforcement 
in New Jersey and to fan a spirit of dissatisfaction and 
disharmony among legal agencies involved. 

If this ridiculous state of affairs were allowed to 
continue, it would be only a matter of time until Haupt¬ 
mann’s sentence were commuted to imprisonment, and 
then until he was paroled.
